Buffalo Sports have in- 
creased their sponsorship of 
Victorian soccer to $104,000. 


The new agreement, ratified by the VSF 
board of management last night (Tues- 
day), will cover a two-year period starting 
from March, 1985 

It will be the third agreement struck by 
Buffalo Sports and the VSF. The initial 
agreement netted the VSF $70,000 over a 
two-year period and the second agreement 
was for $100,000 over two years. 

The Buffalo Sports sponsorship is the 
largest federation sponsorship in Aust- 
ralia and the bulk of the money is dis- 
tributed throughout the State, Met- 
ropolitan and Provisional Leagues and the 
juniors 

This recent agreement secures the 
future of the Buffalo Gold Cup up until 
March 1987. Over $14,000 will be used to

“} was really impressed with the Buf- 
falo Gold Cup.

The VSF envisages 12 teams participa- 
ting in next year’s Buffalo Gold Cup — the 
eight Melbourne-based NSL clubs and the 
top four clubs in this year's State League. 

These clubs will be provided with strips 
prominently displaying the sponsor's 
name and will be allowed to keep the 
strips 

Victorian junior State teams will 
benefit to the tune of $3,000, which will be 
spent On equipment. The State, Metro and 
Provisional Leagues, Dockerty and State 
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sponsorship package. ' 

Junior soccer benefits further through 
the sponsorship providing for an annual 
training camp at Portsea for the State 
teams, and the junior regional 
championships also are provided for. 

VSF publicity officer Lew Stafrace, en- 
gineered the Buffalo Sports sponsorship. 

“We (the VSF) are encouraging clubs to 
use Buffato products and I believe firmly 
that all club officials have an obligation to 
soccer in Victoria to support us. If they 
don‘t then we, as a Federation, have noth- 
ing to sell to a sponsor,” he said.

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Relegation 
unfair 
this year

The more the 

National League 
rejects the logical 
solution of State 
super leagues, the 
more it confuses 
itself in trying to 
come up with a new 
league format at a 
meeting on Septem- 
ber 8. 


The latest point of con- 
tention is whether there should _ 
be relegation this year. Al 
though a relegation formula 
was worked out and agreed to 
for 1985, there hardly is a case 
for retaining it if the entire 
league concept is to change 
next season. The new league 
format is supposed to pull the 
clubs out of trouble, so why 
should the most troubled 
teams — those threatened by 
relegation — be the only ones 
not to receive help? 

I’m not advocating that 
there should be no promotion. 
That would be unfair on those 
clubs that have aimed all year 
at achieving a higher status. 

No, if the league is to be 
changed, then a way has to be 
found to give the relegated 
clubs a reprieve. After all, the 
entire league is to be given a 
reprieve (that’s the intention 
anyway, but it depends of the 
effectiveness of any new 
format that is worked out.) 

The recommendation of the 
NSL executive about an elite 
12-team league in 1986, and a 
split second division, has been 
argued against in detail in a

Paper. ; 

Let us add, hewever, that it 
would be folly to form an elite 
league from the six top finish- 
ers in each region at the end of 
1985. .It would be much more 
sensible to hand-pick the 12 on 
the basis of facilities, finances 
and performance over the past 
10 years or so. 

But I doubt that the execu- 
tive’s recommendation. will be 
adopted. The clubs that don’t 
see themselves capable of 
reaching the elite league will 
vote against it. And how can a 
second division club be finan- 
cially stable if its members 
have to pay air fares, and if its 
matches are played in opposi- 
tion to games in the NSL first 
division? 

George Cross has proposed 
that there be two 14-team 
leagues next season, with the 
two Brisbane clubs moving to 
the north, the clubs added to 
the south to bring the total to 
14. 

That would appear a sen- 
sible solution in the absence of 
super leagues which are still 
being opposed by many of the 
NSL leaders. 

A compromise could be as 
follows: 

* Choose 12 clubs for an elite 
league in 1985, on the basis of 
facilities, finance and past 
record; 

* Relegate the rest to State 
super leagues, the winners of 
which would play off against 
each other at the end of the 
season, for promotion to the 
elite league, 

The problem then, of course, 
would be that over a period of 
time, many of the so-called 
“elite” clubs would be rele- 
gated and replaced by lesser 
clubs, creating a mew crisis as 
the elite league gradually is 
watered down. 

And so the only solution 
would be to do away with 
promotion and relegation alto- 
gether, which would be hotly 
opposed by the States through 
the ASF. 
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‘We don't just observe England, we also blindly copy it -

So that longest of sporting marathons, the English 
soccer season, kicked off as 92 professional clubs embar- 
ked for the 86th time on their annual nine-month hurly 
burly so readily described as the toughest competition in 


the world. 


And it’s not an inaccurate description either, although the ad- 
is often confused with “best’by those whoa 


jective “toughest” 


have a particular affection for the English game. 


Watching Carlos 
Lopes and his army of 
subordinates sweat 


through that Olympic 
marathon a faw weeks 
ago, | found myself 
musing at the witless- 
ness of sportsmen sub- 
jecting themselves to 
such a taxing occupa- 
tion. 

Sport after all, whether 
you pursue it for money or 
glory or both, is meant to be 
enjoyed yet surely the mara- 
thon for the runner produces 
nothing but self-denying 
pain. 

Such, it seems to me, is 
just about the case with Eng- 
lish football. 

By early May, which is 
when the soccer season prob- 
ably will end as a result of 
the usual mid-winter post- 
ponements, each English 
First Division club will have 
played 42 games: roughly a 
game every five or six days, 
not counting the burden 
many of the clubs will face 
competing in the FA Cup, 
the Milk Cup and the three 
European Cups 

In the midst of all that 
they will pled through the 
most adverse weather condi- 
tions Mother Nature can 
bestow on sportsmen and, 
most amazingly of all, do ita 
faster pace than soccer is 
played anywhere else in the 
world. 

Sheer lunacy is what it 
must seem to many non-Ang- 
los, but lunacy or not, you've 
got to admire the English for 
persevering with it. 

How indeed can you but 
admire a team like Liver- 
pool which can turn around 
at the end of it all and win 
the European Cup, and do it 
four times in eight years. 

Yes, the English game 
remains intact and strong, if 
you ferget for a moment the 
miserable record of its 
national team, and it is not 
unlikely that English clubs 
will once again dominate the 
European competitions 
which kick off next month. 

But there is criticism, 
mounting slowly, of the 
length of the English season 
and appeals in recent years 
have become louder, calling 
for a reduction of the First 
Division from 22 to 18 clubs. 

The calls are for sound 
economic reasons as the 
English First Division, like 
most others in the world, 
continues to suffer from 
crowd figures which do not 
cover insane player wages 
and transfer fees. 

And let me, from this dis-

tance, add my voice to those 
calls although for reasons 
other than economics. 

I cannot confess to being a 
fan of English soccer, or at 
least not of the way the 
game has been played there 
since England won the World 
Cup in 1966. 

The English game to me is 
brutal, predictable, too fast, 
Nasty and singularly unatt- 
ractive. 

Brutal and nasty not be- 
cause of dirty play or-games- 
manship, of which soccer in 
other nations is mych more 
guilty, but because brute 
force and a nasty pre- 
occupation with physical, 
rather than tactical, aggres- 
sion dominate the minds of 
players and coaches alike. 

The game is played at 
such a cracking pace that it 
would take a Best, a Pele or 
a Maradona to find time to 
turn with the ball, much less 
size up a number of options 
and make a telling pass. 

Co vently the cop-out 
solution is the long ball to the 
far post where x times out of 
y the tall defender or goal- 
keeper will fumble, the ball 
will fall to the feet of an at- 
tacker and somehow it will 
be scrambled into the net.

Even though the West Adel- 
aide Hellas regular was over- 
looked when Shoulder selected 
a group of youths to attend a 
training camp in Adelaide on 
September 29 and 30, Shoulder 
may hold another camp in Ad- 
-elaide and Malvazos is pray- 
ing that he is invited. 

“That's what I'm aiming for 
right now — to make the youth 
squad,’’ said the 17-year-old 
striker. 

Malavazos has superb close 
ball control and times his off- 
the-ball runs well. However, 
he admits to not always being 
the most mobile of forwards. 

“The more games I play, 
the more running I do. I wasn’t 
much of a chaser a couple of 
seasons ago but I realise how 
important that part of a for- 
ward's game is now.”’ 

He’s been playing com- 
petitive soccer for only four 
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this manner of playing has 
been West Ham United. With 
an almost snobbishly 
cultured mentality, the 
Hammers’ way always has 
been to make the ball do the 
work, rather than the work 
do the ball as do most other 
British teams. 

But even their idealistic 
manager, John Lyall, admits 
that in England it’s hard to 
fight the establishment — 
meaning that too much of 
the fancy stuff, too much 
brittle innovation, and 
you're likely to be swept off 
your feet by the brawny op- 
position. 

That means you lose too 
many matches and in the 
end, in order to lose less, 
even an eloquent West Ham 
can be forced to become an- 
other dul! Aston Villa or 
Middlesborough. 

And that mentality is wide 
and deep in English football 
where the fans — and you 
can hardly fight them — are 
loath to welcome a style dif- 
ferent to the one admired in 
England since Alf Ramsey’s 
team of robots (sorry, Bobby 
Charlton excepted) gave 
their country its only inter- 
national trophy in 1966. 

While West Ham’s at- 
tempts at adventure should, 


you would think, be respect- 
ed by Britons, in fact by 
most of them it is not. 

Hugh Johns, who worked 
for some months as guest 
commentator on Channel 
0/28 three years ago, dis- 
missed the West Ham style 
as “airy fairy”. 

For those of us who wish 
annually that the English 
Bame changed, at least a 
hittle bit, to the more “airy 
fairy’’, there is little hope. 

The fans, as we are told by 
soccer historians, always 
want results. So how could 
anybody in Britain argue for 
change at a time when their 
game is so bouyant they 
come within a drop kick, as 
they did this yar, of having 
six British finalists in the 
three European Cups? 

In any case, even if those 
international club results 
weren't so good, the English 
1 believe would be forced to 
play the way they do largely 
because of the length of their 
season. 

Forty-two matches in a 
season, plus the 20 or so 
more for a team reasonably 
successful in the Cup com- 
petitions, is one hell of a 
race where the stayers are 
the only ones that will survi- 
ve. 

As such the most import- 
ant quality for a footballer is 
his staying power, his 
capacity to last the distance 
given that the English 
season is not only super-long 
but also super-tough because 
of the pace and manner in 
which it is played. 

There are simply not 
enough players in the world, 
much less in one country, 
who can both play with flair 
and say that kind of distance. 

There were some in the 
past of course, like Best, 
Blanchflower, Charlton, who 
appeared capable of both but 
they were far too few and in 
any case the game, when 
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George Hest alae was 


measurably slower than 
now. 
Evidence abounds, too, 


that players gifted with indi- 
vidual flair succumb under 
the awesome pressure of the 
English game 

Osgood, Hudson, Bowles, 
Currie, Hill and Best himself 
all have had careers either 
too short or too stormy to 
quite deliver alf that they 
promised. 

The current enigma is 
Glenn Hoddle who is simply 
not having the smooth ride 
his superb talent, and indeed 
character should give him. 

Sure, he seems prone to 
injury but that can be a clear 
case of not being able to 
stand up, physically, to the 
brute force of the English 
game. 

And I sometimes wonder 
whether Hoddle’s lengthy 
injury spells are not his, or 
at least nature’s way of spar- 
ing him from having to last 
the distance others can more 
easily last. 

With that kind of reason- 
ing, wouldn’t it be a good 
step to shorten the English 
season, where the dull 
stayers wouldn’t dominate 
as much as they do and more 
chance would be given to 
craftsmen like Hoddle and 
less to the plodders? 

You might well ask, of co- 
urse, why it should be so im- 
portant to an Australian 
soccer man whether the do- 
mestic season is long or 
short. 

It is because, as much as I 
would wish it otherwise, the 
English game is somehow 
more important to Austral- 
ians thanis anyother. - 

Treating for instance the 
English FA Cup final after 
all only an isolated, domes- 
tic affair in world terms as a 
social event on our calendar, 
we continue to view English 
soccer with classic colonial 
reverence, as though it mat- 
tered a hoot how they do 
things in Mother England. 

Worse than that, we don’t 
just observe England, we 
also blindly copy it — inher- 
iting, because we don’t have 
enough players with flair 
ourselves, its very worst by- 
products. 

Given that fixation, 
wouldn't it be nice if Eng- 
land had more Hoddles, Bra- 
dys, Francises and, me oh 
my, one day even the odd 
Platini.

seasons, having started with 
West's under-l4’s.

Malavazos rates Adelaide 
City Juventus stopper Neville 
Flounders as one of his tough- 
est opponents to date. 

‘Flounders is a pretty tough 
guy. He doesn’t give. much 
away. And the South Mel- 
bourne defence also is very 
good. It's very well organ- 
ised." 

Malavazos praises South 
Australian youth team coach 
Mike Wells. 

““Mike’s coached me at 
under-16, under-18 and youth 
levels so we've done a lot of 


work together. He's a genuine 
bloke and thinks a lot about 
each opposing team before a 
game. We go into the games 
knowing what we have to do 
and how to play.” 

If Malavazos' wishes about 
Wests aren't fulfilled this year 
he reckons that 1985 could be 
the year that sees his club re- 
calling the heady days of 1978 
when it won the National 
League championship. 

“We've got so many young 
guys in the side that I reckon 
we'll all learn a tot from this 
season and we'll be a really, 
really good side next year.”’

Eddie Thomson 
believes lack of pa- 
tience is one of the 
biggest factors pre- 
venting Australian 
soccer from reaching 
a world-class stan- 
dard. 


Thomson, who has been 
nominated by Frank Arok as 
assistant coach for the inter- 
national tour beginning No- 
vember 1, needs only the ap- 
proval of the World Cup com- 
mittee next month to take his 
biggest step since becoming 
involved in Australian soccer. 

“Tt just hope the final deci- 
sion goes my way. People tend 
to forget I’m still young and 
pretty new to the coaching 
side,’ Thomson said. 

The 37-year-old Scot who has 
been with champion club 
sydney City Hakoah for eight 
years, the last five as coach, 
has had plenty of time to take 
a good look at the local scene. 

“‘We've got the strength and 
pseed to match anyone. But we 
need to polish our reactions 
under pressure and when in 
possession. We've got to work 
on skills, heading, trapping, 
control and how to hold off two 
opponents while placing the 
ball,”’ he said. 

“Australians give away pos- 
session too cheaply and have 
no patience. Instead of looking 
for an opening and creating an 
intelligent butid-up they try to 
make something out of noth- 
ing.”’ 

The energetic Thomson, 
who prefers to train with his 
team rather than dictate from 
the sideline, predicts a bright 
future for the code in Austra- 
lia. 

“When I first arrived here, 
the teams were mostly full of 
imports,"” he said.

Craig Johnston, Australia’s first million 
dollar soccer star, will defy English club Liv- 
erpool and remain in Australia for the birth of 


his first child. 


The baby is not due until October 15 and the English football 


season started last Saturday. 


Liverpool] wanted Johnston to return for the beginning of the 
season and has referred the issue to the Professional Footballers’ 


Association. 


Liverpool chief executive Peter Robinson has said the situation 
is unsatisfactory and has to be sorted out. 

The club will pay Johnston his wages of nearly $2,000 a week up 
to the end of this month but is likely to ask the Football League to 
intervene if the PFA is unable to solve the problem. 


“It would be a lot easier if I could go 


back now and put things 


right but I feel my rightful place is with my wife Jenny," John- 


ston said in Newcastle. 


“Tt’s up to the club if they want to stop my wages but I am 


staying here until Jenny has the 


baby. 


“] will be ringing Robinson as soon as I can to try to reach a 


solution 


“We want the baby born in Australia and then I will return to 


England. 


“] feel the whole affair has been over-dramatised and I don't 


want my personal life to become a public debating issue. 
“Fact is fact, and we're going back to England with an Austral- 


ian baby whatever happens.” 


The couple lost their first baby last year through a mis- 


carriage. 


Johnston said Liverpool had offered him a new three-year con- 
tract but he had not signed for the Engtish champions. 
“I've had my problems with the club and didn’t feel I was trea- 
ted fairly by them last year,’’ he said. 


“T was dropped a couple of times when it was not warranted on 


form and I didn’t deserve that treatment.” 
The 24-year-old Johnston first arrived in England as a 15-year- 
old to trial with Middlesbrough and the dream of playing First * 


Division football. 


Three years ago Liverpool signed him from Middlesbrough for 
about $1 million and he now rates with the best in England. 

He returned quietly to Australia at the beginning of the month 
and has spent his time visiting local schools and junior clubs in 
the Newcastle area of northern NSW.
